Nor hath God left his people without remedy, in cafe a King ſhould 
become ſo wicked as to abandon his duty and fear ef God, For he hath 
inthe Scriptures ſet forth ſeverall means and remedies which the Subs 
je&ts may and muſt uſe ; and they are five. 

The firſt means is, by exhorting the King unto his duty, and ofien 
putting him in minde thereof ; this was frequently uſed by the Pros 
phets,Pfal.82.2,3,4. Ift.1.17. Jer.22.3. Ezek.45.9. Andall the tribes 
of Iſrael told David of his duty when he was made King, ſaying, The 
Lord ſaid to thee, Thou ſhalt feed my 1ſracl, and thou ſhalt be a Captain 
ever Iſrael. 2 Sam. 5.2. 

The ſecond is, by difſwading the King from hisevill courſe. Thus 
Toab diffwaded Davidfrom numbering the people, 2 Sam. 24.3. Thusy 
man of God diflwaded Amaziah trom hiring men out of Iſracl;.2 Chr, 
25.6,7. | 

"Tr/third is, by teproving. Thus Nathan reproved Davidfor mur- 
d.rand adultery, 2 Sam.1 2.9. Eliyah reproved Ahab, 1 King.18.18, 
Amos the Princes of Iſrael, Chap.6.1. And lohn the Baptiſt reproved 
Heredthe Tetrarch, Luke 3.19. 

Odſerve,tha: the remedies atorcſaid do not belong toevery ſubjeR: 
For every one who liſteth may nut exhort, difſwade, or reprove the 
King,but the Scriptures expreſlc onely the Miniſters of God,theElden, 
Nobles, and ſuch wheare in cminent and fit place to have uſed thek 
meanes, and that withallrevercnce and modelty, 1 Sam.24.9.

Thefourrth remedy is, by flying or concealing our ſelves from the

Gregory Nazianzen Orat.2.in Iulianum, writes thus : Repreſſms ef 
Intianus Chriftianorum lachrymis, quas mult as multi profudernnt, bu 
num «dver/i«« perſecutorem medicamentum habentes ; Inlian was re» 
ftrained by the tears of the Chriſtians which many ſhed forth abundantly, 
having thus onely remedy again the perſecuter. Not becauſe the Chr 
ſtians were then utterly deſtitute of all means of forciblereſiſtance; but 


bectuſe this was the onely juſt remedy, approved by God. For confides 


ring that /»/ian ſucceeded Conftantine the ſanne of Conſtantine the 
Great, who was a diligent profteſſour and propagatour of the Chriſtian 
Faith, and « promoter of Chriſtians thronghout the whole Empire, | 
cannot well be conceived, how theChriſtians when 1/34» exme to the 
Government,ſhould be either few in number, or meane in power. Be 
ſides, thoſe words of Nazianzry, 1Miis nulia alia arma,nee muriuec pres 
fidia, preter fpem in Dem, reliqua erant ; No other armes but hope in 
God, no Por places, wor Garriſens, mere left (or romained) axes 
thew, imply, That 1»lian had taken from the Chriſtians all therArmg, 
Forts, and Garrifons ; which he could not have depe, had they not had 
them ; and if they had them, then were they not deſtitute of all meaus 
of reſiſtance. But a molt full and undenyable teftimeny both of their 
Arength and number was that huge hoſt of Chriſtians, which 1nlias 
brought agaicſt the Perſians.
